NIDENTIFIED 
BODY FOUND. 


ANSWERS DESCRIPTION OF THE 
MISSING LAMONICA. 


Badly Decomposed Remains Discov- 
ered by Chinese Ranch Hand Near 
Fiorence—Foul Play Suspected. 
Sheriff's Deputies Investigating Be- 
lieve Murder Has Been Committed. 


Is the body of a man, as yet uniden- 
tified, found near Florence station yes- 
terday afternoon, that of Frank La- 
monica, the missing Italian fruit 
dealer? 

In many particulars the remains bear 
resemblance to the missing man, and 
the discovery of the body may lead to 
the solution of the mystery which has 
surrounded Lamonica’s disappearance, 
as detailed in Sunday's Times. 

Deputy Sheriffs Sepulveda d 
Yonkin were detailed by Sheriff White 
to investigate the case and they spent 
several hours on the scene last night, 
discovering nothing, however, which 
would lead to a positive identification 
of the remains. The body is badly de- 
composed, and has apparently lain ex- 
posed to the elements for the past 
three weeks, about the period of time 
since Lamonica was last heard from. 

The corpse was discovered by Ching 
Sing, a chinese employé on the Cudahy 


‘jranch. It was lying flat on the ground, 


with arms outstretched. For a consid- 
erable distance around, the grass had 
been worn down, apparently either by 
the trampling of several persons, or by 
the dead man himself. This condition 
suggested the theory of foul play, indi- 
cating a possible struggle. A cursory 
examination of the body developed no 
positive indication of murder. The 
lateness of the hour and the darkness 
prevented any complete examination. 

The body was sent to Bresee Bros. 
morgue where an inquest will be held

The Italian Consul offered 
a reward of $200 for information of the 
missing man's whereabouts. 

Lamonica always carried consider- 
able money with him on his journeys 
into the country, and the fact that no 
money or papers of any kind was found 
on the body discovered Sunday, indi- 
cates robbery.

APPLE CROP. 


It Will be Small Enough to 
Insure Good Prices. — 


Shifting of the Apple Center 
to the Middle West. 


Old-fashioned Varieties Fa- 
vorites in New Engand.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Apples are 
apples this year. The crop of 1904 
was a record one, but the crop. of 
this year is below the average. 

This is bad for the consumers. It 
is not so bad for the growers, as a 
whole, for the crop is by no means 
a failure, and the smaller crop 
will be offset by higher prices, so 
that the net money return will not 
fall far below last year’s. In some 
sections, however, the crop will be 
short enough to cause a shortage of 
money. In those sections where the 
crop is large the high prices will 
cause big returns. 

There has been a great revolution 
in the business of raising apples 
within the last twenty-five years. In 
the seventies New York easily held 
the record for apple production over 
all the other States. It still pro- 
duces the greatest variety of apples. 
and perhaps a greater tage of 
high grade fruit, but it is outclassed 
in quantity by Missouri At least, its 
apple crop ranking ongside its 
mule and chicken crops, while Mich- 
igan has crawled well up toward 
the top as an apple producing 
State. 

The writer called at the fruit de- 
partment of one of the great cor- 
porations that deal in food supplies 
in New York a day or two ago, and 
was surprised when the manager said 
that his concern no longer handled 
native apples, preferring foreign 
ones, both because of their better 
flavor and their more satisfactory 
keeping qualities. A little question- 
ing brought out the astonishing in- 
formation that the apples he was 
pleased to term “foreign” . raised 
in Oregon. In New York City, it ap- 
peared the word “native” is used to 
designate only the product of New 
York t.c.e and adjoining common- 
wealths. Everything west of the Al- 
leghanies is “foreign.” 

When raised east of the Connecti- 
cut River ihey are termed neither 
native or “foreign,” but “New Eng- 
land” apples, though a few or none 
of them find their way to New York. 
Few apples are raised South. 
‘OREGON APPLES BY THE DOZEN. 

The apples which reach New York 
from Oregon are mostly Spitzenbergs 
and Newtown Pippins. They are not 
shipped in barrels,

There is a fairly heavy duty on all 
apples brought into this country, but 
owing to the greater purchasing power 
| of a dollar in Nova Scotia than in the 
| United States they are offered at so 
much lower prices than when the crop 
is at all short in this country the re- 
turns from their sale here form no 
inconsiderable part of the Nova Sco- 
tian apple growers’ annual income.

000,000 in other ways. Deposits fell 
more than §24,000,000 below the pre 
vious Saturday. And in spite of all 
efforts in restricting loans and calling 
in paper the close of the week showed 
the deposits to be more than $2,000,- 
000 below the legal limit. Of course, 
not all the banks are in so Jeep a hole. 
Some still have money. But for each 
one that has a little margin, enough to 
keep within the law, another must be 
that much more to the bad. 

The worst is looked for today, when 
the Stock Exchange opens and the 
wise ones who have money make an 
onslaught on the stocks of those who 
have none. Prices are likely to come 
down around their ears like a Kansas 
shanty in a cyclone. 

Staple products are not in a much 
better situation. Without strong sup- 
port it is prophesied that cotton will 
fall 100 points. The ->rn crop is the 
largest ever harvested and of superior 
quality. Prices are weak. Canaca is 
underselling us in wheat, and that 
cereal is dull. Armour is supposed to 
be loaded up with wheat. He will have 
to have gold coin to protect himself. 

It is freely predicted that call money 
will go to 20 per cent. before noon. 
That has never happened yet and 
| failed to create a panic with wide 
spread effect. 

It may not produce a panic, cand if 
it does it is pretty sure to spend its 
force in Wail street. That does not 
mean that even here in Los Angeles 
we are independent from the financial 
conditions of the rest of the world. 
Should prolonged trouble keep New 
York in perturbation it would reach 
us in time. : 


Things are likely to clear up there 
in a short time. The crops are great. 
They are being sold and with the 
money the farmers of the West are 
buying all sorts of things for family 
and for farm use. The merchants who 
get their money are buying winter 
goods and holiday goods in the East, 
and soon the money will flow back to 
the centers and bring relief. 


Even here money is none too plenti- 
ful. Savings banks in some instances 
are sending clients to brokers for 
money on mortgages which the banks 
have net at the moment. The brokers 
are far from being full-handed. No 
doubt men of heavy capital here and 
elsewhere are sending money to New 
York to take advantage of interest. 
rates running at 10 to 15, perhaps 20 
per cent. Why should they not, rather 
than take 6 to 8 per cent? The lower 
rate loans will have to wait.

“Siskiwit Islands reservation,” 
all of the unsurveyed is- 


of islands at the mouth of Siski- 
wit y. on the south of pe Royal, in 
Lake Superior, Mich. 
embraces sections 23, 24, 26, 37. 32, 
34 and 35, in township 6 north, range 
36 west. Upon these islands between 
6000 and 10,000 herring gulls breed an- 
nually, besides a number of other 
species not nearly so num#grous. It is 
the largest and most important oo 
gull colony within the "'igpsts of the 
United States. 

The “Huron Islands 
embracing all the unsurveyed islands 
of the Huron Islands group, lying near 
the south shore of Lake perior and 
embracing sections 26, 27, 34 and 35, In 
township 58 north, ran 29 
Michigan. Some fifteen hupdred gulls, 
together with a number of other water 
birds, breed upon these islands an- 
nually. 

The “Passage Key reservation, " em- 
bracing an island near the mouth of 
Tampa Bay, on the west const of Fior- 
ida, known as Passage Key, and situ- 
ated in section 6, townshi south, 
range 16 east. Thousands of handsome 
terns have bred upon thi little key 
annually ever since the coast 
was first explored, but du the past 
year the egg hunters made regular 
trips to the island, and eagh time not 
only plundered the nests of the fresh 
eggs, but also destroyed all eggs par- 
tially incubated and unfit for use. This 
action promised annihilation of the 
colony within a year or tWo. At the 
time the egg hunting was most active 
other parties jnaugurated @ movement 
to secure title to the islan@ for resort 
purposes.

Made from dressy material, the 
cutaway is the ideal coat for half- 
dress. For it, however, the frock- 
coat, made of modest gray or fancy 
suiting. may be substituted here. 

Variations, almost infinite, may 
be played upon the cutaway frock 
theme to suit the individuality of 
the wearer or express the origin- 
ality of the tailor, but the most 
novel expression this season has a 
moderately long peaked lapel ‘roll. 
Two only of the three buttons are 
used, the lowest one set upon the 
waist seam.
